Plains" 
and 
founded' "Ma- 


guck." This new chief 
town 


was on the west side of the 
river and variously known as 
Upper Sandusky 
Town, 
Old 


Chillicothe 
and P 1 u g g y ' s 


Town. 
According to informa- 


tion "Maguck" 
was 
on 
the 


north side of a plain, or clear 
field, five miles in length and 
two broad with a large creek 
called Sciodoe, running north 
and west. 


That Christopher Gist, an 


agent of the "Ohio Company," 
a 
Virginia 
organization, 'of 


which the older brothers 
of 


George 
Washington 
were 


members, visited the Pickaway 


Jains in January, 1751. 
His 


Burnal, the date of which is 
1750-61, is the first written ac- 
count of a visit to Pickaway. 
In it he vividly describes tlie 
village of "Maguck."

That one of the best 
ac- 


counts regarding the early his- 
tory of Pickaway-co was writ- 
ten by Col. James Smith who 
was captured by the Indians 
of northern Ohio and spent the 
winters of 1757-58 on Darby 
creek. 
His account was pub- 


lished in 1870 - a part of the 
Ohio Val<- 
>f ,torical series. 


He lived in a bark hut with an 
old Indian ''nearly 60 
years 


old" and 
a 10-year-old 
boy. 


The old Indian 
was

with rheumatism and the party

For many years tubercular chil- 


dren in Switzerland have bene- 
fited by the action of the sun. 
Unhampered by clothes, they play 
about in the sunlight in Winter as 
well as in Summer. In these days 
all institutions caring for tuber- 
cular children and adults, take 
advantage of the benefits of sun- 
light. 
Not only for the diseased, but 


for the healthy individual, the 
therapeutic value of the sun is now 
recognized. Many of my readers 
will recall a time when the direct 
rays of the sun were believed to 
be harmful to children. 
Due to 


such unfounded notions as "heat- 


ing the blood" and "heat stroke," 
the child was kept in the shade 
and away from the beneficial rays 
of the sun. 


Today, I am glad to say, all

Mighty Mite 'Mike9

In the hills of Hocking County is 


to be found one of the most spec- 
tacular scenic spots in the state 
Here it was that in 1837 the geolo- 
gist making the first survey of the 
state found a great beech tree on 
which was carved "This Is the Road 
to Hell—1782." 


The "Hell" is now a state park of 


some 6000 acres abounding in box 
caverns, deep narrow gorges, virgin 
forests, and sandstone cliffs cut into 
grotesque shapes by the elements 
There are overhanging rock shelters 
towering 150 feet over the brook be- 
neath, and one massive sandstone 
"Rock House'1 famous for genera- 
tions In that auction of Ohio. 


The park is only a few hours 


drive from Columbus on Route 31 
and is an easy day's journey from 
any part of Ohio. Practically all of 
the spctmns most frequently visited 
may be reached from the routes In- 
diratecl on the map. 
At Mound 


Crossing a gravel road leads down 
into thp park and rangers are on 
hand to direct visitors. 


The very uames of the more im- 


portant spots are intriguing—Old 
Man s Cave. Cedar Falls, Ash Cave, 
the Falle ot Black Tack, Crane's 
Hollow. Conkle's Hollow and Rock 
House 
The raves are not really 


subterranfdn passages — quite the 
reverse. Some are formed by ledges 


which extend fifty feet, even one 
hundred feet, out over the valley 
floor. Others, like Rock House, are 
lofty 
chambers with 
"windows" 


where the sunlight filters through 
great pillars and arches, lending the 
effect of a Gothic cathedral 


Ash Cave is an enormous over- 


hanging ledge 700 feet long It gets 
its name from a strange deposit of 
wood ashes upon a sheltered shelf 
within the cave. These ashes are 
eight feet deep 
Where they came 


from, nobody knows, but it is sup- 
posed that for countless generations 
the Indians built their fires there. 
Near Ash Cave, too, is Ohio's larg 
est hemlock tree—160 feet tall!
